From Prince Eugene of Savoy’s Camp at Treviglio, 
Auguft 27. 


‘HE 17th of this Month nothing pafs’d 

‘ remarkabie. The 18th we found we had 

@ great many Men wounded in the Bat- 

re fought ‘he 16h. Deferiers confirm’d, 

tha: fevera! LThoufand of the kn.my 

were in thac Actin, and a greacer Number 
wounded, benaes what were drown’d in the Adda. 
The fame day a Party of the Enemies advancd to 
take » View of u:; but were repuls'd by our ad- 
vanc’d Guard and purtued pretty far, the Captain 
that commanded them wes kitl’d and 2 Soidiers were 
taken Prifoners ; ana one of our Parties beat another 
of che Enemy’s, kiting feveral Menon the {pot, ta- 
king 3 Prifoners, and 5 Horfes. The 19'h Baron 
Bivra G neral of our Arciiery, who was carr) ing to 
Pergamo, dy'd by the Way of aFeaver. That day 
feveral Deferters came over to us, who reported the 
Enem, had taken but 4co of our Men Prifoners in 
the Battle of he 16th, and that moft of thofe were 
wounded, and found hid up and down bewind the 
atter our Rerreat. They contirm’d likewue, 
thar the Chevalier de Fourbin and {+verai more of 
the Enemy's general Officers were kit d in the Fight. 
and that the greateft Part of 2 Regimen:s of Dra- 
goons were drown’d in the Adda. ihe fame aay, 
afer the word was given out, Prince Eugene caus’d 
Te Deux ‘0 be fung in his Quarters, in Lhankigiving 
for the .dvan age gain’d over che Enemy the 16th ; 
and in the Evening a tripple Ditcharge of our Artil- 
lery and {mall Arms was made for it. The Prince of 
Anhalt Deifsu, who commands the Pruffian Troops 
that fer: inthis Army, was carried to Brefcia, being 
taken ul che day before ; Aifo the Prince of 
Wirte.averg and Major General Hartz were carried 
our of the Camp to fome: Town, in order to the 
fpeedier Cure of their Wounds. A Lift was deliver'd 
to Prince Eugene, in Obedience to his Order, of our 
kill’d and wounded on the 16th, by which it appears, 
that of the Emperor’s Troops 1167 Foot, 48 Horfe, 
and 232 Horfes, were kili'd ; and 1150 Foot with 
146 Horfe wounded. Of the King of Pruffia’s 
Troojs, 622 Foor, 1 Trooper, and 23 Horfes were 
49t Foot with 8 Ho fe wounded. Of the 
Ele: r Palatin’s Troops, 181 Poot, and 4 Horfe with 
20 Horfes were kill’d , and 169 Foot and 10 Horfe 
wounded Of the Artillery, 4 Men and 16 Horfes 
were kill'd ; and 8 Men wounded. Which together 
makes 2027 Men kill’'d, 2002 wounded, and 291 
Horfes kill’d. The 2eth nothing of moment happen’d. 
The 21ft 2 Parties that were fent out for Intelligence, 
return’d with 30 Horfes taken from the Enemy’s For- 
ragers, and 2 Prifoners. Which Prifoners, as likewife 
many Defervers, affur’d us, that befides their 
ded, of which the Towns on the other fide of the 
Adda are full, and thofe that were drown’d in the 
River, the En my had thrown into the River above 
7000 Bedics that were found dead on the Field of 
Barrje ; which dcmonftrates the Enemy’s Lofs to be 
exceeding!y greater chan ours, who as appears by the 
Lift had but 2027 Men kill’d. The 22d we made 
anend of fending our wounded to Palazzuolo ; and 
began to prepare to moye agen. That day we re- 


ceiv'd Advice, that the Enemy were remov'd cown 
to Rivaita de Secca. Que ot our Parties broughe in 
feveral Prifoners and 17 Horfes, taker. trom the E- 
nemy. Lhe 23d the Emmy tent us Priloncs, 
moft of which they tuok fermerly in Picmen: ; and 
promis’d to fend us very foon 600 mre which they 
remain’d indebted to us. The 24 h Lieutenant Co- 
lonel St. Amour, who the day fure was out 
with 300 Horfe and 100 Grenauiers, co view the 
Potture of the Enemy, :e ure’d, having puth'd ther 
advanc’d Guards into ther Camp. Lhe 25th died 
Prince Jofeph of of the Wounds ne icceivd 
in the Batue on che 16 h, thewing vo che ait a firm 
Temper, and to the Wi of Ged, He 
1s exiremely lamenied by the whoie Army, fur his ex- 
cellent He was but in the ar of 
his Age. ihe 26:hthe Enem, fat us 500 Prifuners 
more, all dangaroufly woundea m tbe Action we 
have mention’d being fucn as had d them- 
felves and lay hid among the Heage. ind Ditches, 
and were not difcuver’s by us during the 3 Hours 
we halted on the Fieid of Batiie. To day Lieu e- 
nant Colonel Frorone had a Conte-ence wih one of 
the knemy’s Commiifaries, at a Place be ween che 2 
Armies, touching tne trifoners on b udis, and at 
his Keturn reporied to Prince Euge ba che Ene- 
my were indebted to us Ficers and 
Soidiers, whom they hav promisd te ro us, oat 
ot cnofe they bad long fi ce taken Piforers of War, 
in Berfello, Ivrea, ana Viruc.

From the Camp at Rivcia, Augu’ 26 ‘he Bate 
de of Caffano, we took 6 (.oluurs, and oni 3 pices 
of Canno:, bcaufe the Enemy hau nor b oughe 
over more Artiiery on this fiie the Canal: But the 
Soldiers took a great Boot,, ihe Uuke of Vendome 
remaining Matter ‘of the Field of Battle. The Sieur 
de Vaudray, Lieutenant Genera! was wounded, and 
died foon after. he Sieurs de Chaumont, de Mo- 
ria, and the Chevalier de Fourbio, were kill’d. The 
Counts de Praflin and Colmencro, Lieutenants Ge- 
neral, were wounded dangeroifly, and are carried 
to Milan. The Sieurs de Guerchois and Mirabeau, 
were likewife wounded, and taken, and are fince 
come hither on their Parole. Alimoft all the Enemy’s 
General Officers were kill’d or wounded. The chief 
of them are, the Count of Leiningen kill’d, Prince 
Eugene wounded in 2 Places without Danger, Prince 
Jofeph of Lorrain, the Prince of Wirtemberg, Ge- 
nerai Bibra, who Deferters report are fince di ad, Ge- 
neral Reventlan and feveral others. We are cold, 
thac upon a Mufter taken of the Brandenburg 
Troops, it appear’d, that the 6000 Men who came 
into Italy, are reduc’¢d to Soo, by the Lofs they 
fuffer’d in the Barue.in the Adtion at the Cauine 
Gavardo, and by Sicknef<; and thar the Palatine 
Troops ate dimimfh'd. almoft provortionably. The 
2ift the Duke of Vendome encamp’d here, becaufe 
the Camp of Caffano grew infectious, and rhe Army 
wanted Farrage Prince Bugene has drawn 
out of Palazzuolo 2 Bacralions and 2 Squadrons, and 
fent to fupply their room oher Troops tha are not 
in a Condition duo Service. We are affurd

Letters from Italy of the 3oth of Auguft, fay 
Prince Eugene had taken a Review of bis Troops, 
and caus’d Bread and Ammunition to be diftriouted 
te them; and had caus'd Trees to be feild, and the 
Roads to be clear’d and made wider in feveral Places, 
that his Horfe may act on open Ground: He places 
great Hopes in them becaule they are in a very good 
Condition, and did not fuffer at all in the lat Acti- 
on. 

From Milan, "tis advis'd, in Letters of the rf of 
September, that the Horfe of the Duke of Vendome's 
Army making a general Forrage near Lodi, fell into 
an Ambufh the Impertalifts had laid ; and afrer a 
fharp Ditpute were obiig’d to retire wich coutiderabie 
Lofs of Men and Hories. The 2 Armies conuoued 
in their former Camps. A great many of tbe 
wounded Officers as well as Soldiers of both Armies 
dye, the exreme hot Weather throwing them inco 
malignant Fevers. The French had 2 Lieurenants 
General and 7 Brigadiers kil’'d in the late Batile, 
befides other Officers of Note. The Body cf the 
Chevalier de Fourvin was taxen our of the Adda.

Ausburg, Seprembe: 7. Men aie hard a: Work in

whither Recrnits are fent frequently from thefe

Amjterdam, September 11, advis’d Mu- 
nich, that the Kegiment of Baron Aibon ts march’d 
for Italy ; and wail be thortly follow’d by other Lroops, 
ro reintorce Prince Eugene’s Army. 

From the Leiden Gazetce, dated September 15. 

Paris, September 7. Advice is come from Spain, 
that the Forces of the Portugueze anc their Allies 
are drawing together near Efiremos, Detign 
to befige Bacajux; but that the Trcops of the 2 
Crowns are likewife in Moticn, to oppole them’; 
the Marquis de Canales, 2 Major General, is made 
Governour of Badzjox. The laft Letters from Ca- 
talonia are dated the 27th of laft Month. They 
advife that the Enemy had not yet made any at- 
tempt on Barcelona; that they lay intrench’d by 
the fide of the River Bezos within 2 Leagues of Bar- 
celona, having their Left at Bada‘onna aad their 
Right at Sant Andro; and that the Inhabican's of 
Vich who are in Arms bad join’¢ them, and fecur'd 
the Avenues of Burcelona; fo that the Governonr 
could not fend out any Courier, without hazarding 
his falling intotheir Hands. The Count de Touloufe 
who continues at Toulon, has caus’d Batteries and 
Platforms to be made along the Coaft of Provence, 
-at certain Diftances. He has caus'd 300 Cannon 
and 21 Mortars to be planted to defend the Port of 
Marfeilles, and 900 Gunners or Seamen are quar- 
ter'd near them, He has likewife caus’d Arms to be 
deliver’d to the Townfmer of Marfeilles, and to the 

_Peafants of the neighbour::g Country ; And there 
are 21 Baxtallions of Regular Troops at Toulon or 
thereabouts.
